TALL  BEARDED  IRISES 


These  are  the  Iris  most  generally  known  and  by  far  the  most  popular.  During  May  and 
June,  they  form  a  riot  of  color  in  the  garden.  Name  of  originator  is  enclosed  in  parenthesis 
following  name  of  variety. 

Height  is  given  in  inches,  immediately  after  the  name  of  the  originator;  40"  means  40  inches. 
Height  as  well  as  flower  size  varies,  of  course,  with  soil,  cultivation,  and  climate. 

S.  in  the  description  means  the  three  standards  or  upright  petals  of  the  blossom ;  F.  means  the 
falls  or  downfalling  petals;  H.M.  means  that  the  variety  was  the  recipient  of  an  Honorable 
Mention  award  bestowed  by  the  judges  of  the  American  Iris  Society;  A.M.  means  that  the 
variety  has  not  only  received  an  Honorable  Mention  award  but  also  an  Award  of  Merit  from 
the  American  Iris  Society. 

The  Dykes  Medal  is  given  to  but  one  variety  each  year.  To  be  eligible  for  this  medal,  the 
variety  must  have  previously  received  an  Honorable  Mention  and  Award  of  Merit.  A  Dykes 
Medal  is  awarded  to  one  variety  in  England  and  to  one  variety  in  France  each  year  as  well  as  to 
one  variety  in  America.  Seven  American  Iris  have  received  the  award.

UNUSUAL  IRIS  HYBRIDS 


These  hybrids  result  from  crossing  the  bearded  Iris 
species  with  the  rare  Oncocyclus  species  of  Asia 
Minor,  and  crossing  the  Oncocyclus  species  with  an¬ 
other  rare  species  of  Western  Asia,  the  Regelia.  The 
resulting  hybrids  are  entirely  different  from  the 
ordinary  Iris  and  are  extremely  beautiful  and  odd. 
They  are  hardy  and  easily  groAvn  everywhere. 

The  roots  are  quite  small,  the  plants  produce  but 
little  foliage,  and  the  short  bloom  stalks  never  bear 
more  than  two  or  three  blossoms.  These  hybrids  are 
for  the  gardener  who  desires  something  unique  and 
different — not  for  the  person  who  wants  tall  stalks 
bearing  large  flowers.

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ORIENTAL  POPPIES 

Few  flower  lovers  realize  the  great  variation  of  color  and  form  and  the  long  length  of  the 
blooming  season  afforded  by  the  poppy  family.  No  other  flower  can  compare  with  it  in  the 
ease  of  culture  and  the  number  of  blooms  produced  from  the  little  effort  expended.  Of  the  many 
poppy  species,  P.  orientale  is  the  long-lived  perennial  type  which  is  becoming  so  popular  because 
of  its  hardiness,  its  freedom  from  disease,  and  its  ease  of  culture.  The  gigantic  flowers  reach  a 
diameter  of  six  inches  and  more  and  vary  in  color  from  salmon  to  pink,  from  crushed  raspberry 
to  old  rose,  from  red  to  orange,  and  from  mulberry  to  white. 

The  Oriental  Poppy  has  a  blooming  season  of  from  six  to  eight  weeks  in  the  late  spring,  pro¬ 
ducing  occasional  intermittent  flowers  throughout  the  summer  and  early  fall.  The  plants  are 
prodigious  bloomers,  even  a  young  clump  bearing  as  many  as  six  or  more  flowers,  while  an  older 
established  plant  will  bear  a  dozen  or  more.  These  flowers  combine  in  happy  association  with 
others  of  their  season,  especially  with  the  Iris,  and  add  a  desired  bit  of  striking  color  to  the 
garden  picture. 

Oriental  Poppies  are  grown  wherever  Iris  are  grown.  They  will  grow  in  any  ground,  but  do 
best  when  planted  in  full  sunlight  in  non-acid  soil.  Occasional  watering  and  tillage  will  promote 
growth. 

Explanation :  Australia  is  the  variety  name;  40"  means  the  flower  stalks  grow  approximately 
40  inches  in  height;  D  5^  means  that  the  diameter  across  the  top  of  flower  as  petals  stand  up 
naturally  and  not  as  they  are  pressed  down  flat  is  5^  inches;  rich  deep  carmine  refers  to  the 
color  of  the  flower  according  to  Ridgeway’s  Color  Chart;  5x4  means  the  individual  petals 
measure  5  inches  wide  by  4  inches  high;  and  the  blotch  is  the  maroon  or  black  spot  found  at  the 
base  of  most  petals.  Unless  otherwise  stated,  each  flower  has  six  petals.

HEMEROCALLIS  have  narrow,  grass-like  graceful  foliage.  The  plants  are  remarkably 
free  from  enemies,  and  need  no  protection  of  any  kind,  even  in  the  severest  winters.  The 
funnel-shaped  blossoms  are  of  large  size,  borne  on  many  flowered  stems  well  above  the  foliage 
so  that  they  are  readily  seen,  even  at  a  distance.  They  much  resemble  true  lilies.  While  perfectly 
hardy  throughout  the  North  and  East,  they  are  very  valuable  in  the  South  and  West  because  of 
their  ability  to  withstand  great  heat  and  drought. 

Instead  of  bulbs,  this  perennial  grows  from  thick,  fleshy,  tuberous  roots  which  may  be  planted 
any  month  in  the  year.  The  roots  should  be  placed  about  three  inches  deep  in  rich  garden  loam. 
In  any  fair  soil  if  given  a  reasonable  amount  of  moisture,  the  plants  will  produce  excellent 
flowers.  They  will  grow  even  though  half  submerged  in  water,  and  will  flower  if  planted  in 
full  sun  or  partial  shade. 

Varying  sizes,  seasons  of  bloom,  and  flower  shades  of  red,  apricot,  pink,  salmon,  orange, 
yellow,  buff,  and  citron  now  are  available.  A  selected  group  of  varieties  will  produce  bloom 
from  the  beginning  of  May  throughout  the  summer  months,  a  time  when  the  garden  is,  other¬ 
wise,  very  much  at  a  standstill. 

The  reasons  for  the  growing  of  Hemerocallis  by  the  amateur  gardener  may  be  summed  up 
as  follows:  (1)  for  rare  beauty^  rich  coloring  and  charming  grace  of  form;  (2)  for  fragrant 
display  and  long-lasting  cut-flowers  from  early  May  until  mid-September;  (3)  for  unsurpassed 
hardiness  and  freedom  from  disease  and  insect  pests;  (4)  for  ease  of  growth  in  any  soil  and  in 
any  climate;  and  (5)  for  clean  and  decorative  foliage  from  spring  until  winter. 

Remember — Hemerocallis  plants  are  sure  to  grow  and  bloom;  they  are  always  a  success!

PLANTING  DIRECTIONS  FOR  BEARDED  IRIS 

Prepare  the  soil  to  a  depth  of  at  least  10  inches,  mixing  in  any  commercial  fertilizer,  such  as  bone  meal,  Vigoro, 
etc.  Barnyard  manure,  if  not  used  too  heavily,  is  satisfactory  when  mixed  well  in  the  soil.  Place  the  rhizome  so  that 
the  top  will  be  just  barely  exposed.  Keep  the  ground  moist  and  well  stirred  in  order  to  achieve  the  best  results.  Iris 
may  be  planted  from  8  to  18  inches  apart,  depending  on  the  effect  desired.  Divide  every  three  or  four  years.  June, 
July,  August  and  September  planting  is  advisable,  although  October  and  November  plantings  are  satisfactory  except 
in  those  sections  having  severe  winters.  Remember  that  iris  roots  may  be  shipped  long  distances  in  perfect  safety. 
75  per  cent  of  our  shipments  are  made  to  customers  residing  more  than  1000  miles  away. 

UTILITY  OF  IRIS 

Iris  may  be  used  where  other  plants  will  not  survive.  Their  hardiness  is  amazing.

Many  amateur  gardeners  do  not  wish  to  go  to  the  added  expense  and  labor  of  keeping  names  of  varieties  or  plants 
io  their  garden.  Bat  others  desire  to  keep  a  record  of  where  and  when  the  plant  was  purchased  as  well  as  its  name. 
For  such  gardeners  we  recommend  the  Ever-last  Glass  Label  Protectors. 

This  protector  consists  of  a  fairly  thick  glass  tube  three  inches  long  with  a  glass  circle  at  the  closed  end.  A  heavy 
copper  wire  is  wrapped  through  this  glass  circle  and  may  be  attached  to  stake  or  plant.  A  rubber  cork  with  a  double 
wire  attachment  seals  the  tube.  A  strip  of  paper  two  inches  wide,  on  one  side  of  which  may  be  written  the  complete 
record  and  on  the  other  side  of  which  may  be  written  the  variety  name,  is  attached  to  the  double  wire  which  runs  from 
the  cork  down  the  tube.  The  variety  name  is  then  plainly  read  through  the  glass.  No  moisture  can  get  into  the  tube; 
the  heavy  glass  is  almost  unbreakable;  and  the  tube  can  be  used  over  and  over  again  with  new  names  inserted  as  vari¬ 
eties  or  plants  are  changed  in  the  garden.

The  poppy  is  a  gorgeous  flower  which  grows  with  little  care  and  blooms  profusely  over  a  long  period  in  late  spring 
and  early  summer.  They  are  invaluable  additions  to  any  garden  and  blend  well  with  other  flowers.  With  a  back¬ 
ground  of  blue  Anchusa,  they  are  exquisite. 

We  are  now  able  to  offer  a  wide  range  of  colors,  the  varieties  coming  in  various  shades  of  pink,  orange,  red, 
salmon,  white,  and  maroon.  Order  Poppies  with  your  Iris  and  we  shall  send  at  proper  planting  time.  Plant  in  August 
or  September,  setting  the  roots  a  few  inches  below  the  surface  and  keeping  them  well  watered.  Any  fairly  rich, 
non-acid  soil  is  satisfactory. 

Poppies  make  excellent  cut  flowers  when  cut  in  morning  or  evening  if  the  ends  are  burned  immediately  after  cut¬ 
ting.  This  burning  not  only  seals  the  stem  but  sterilizes  the  cut  surface.  Re-cut  again  just  before  burning,  after  re¬ 
moving  from  the  garden  to  the  fire. 

PLANTING  DIRECTIONS  FOR  HEMEROCALLIS 

Hemerocallis  grow  from  thick,  fleshy,  tuberous  roots — not  bulbs — and  may  be  planted  any  month  in  the  year,  pro¬ 
vided  the  soil  is  kept  moist.  The  roots  should  be  placed  about  three  inches  deep  in  rich  garden  loam.  If  soil  is  light 
and  sandy,  it  may  be  improved  by  the  liberal  addition  of  well  decayed  cow  manure,  well  mixed  with  humus  and  rich  soil. 
Holes  should  be  made  large  enough  to  accomodate  amply  the  tubers  without  crowding.  Roots  should  be  spread  and  the 
soil  worked  around  them. 

Clumps  often  may  be  left  undisturbed  as  long  as  four  to  six  years  without  loss  in  size  or  number  of  flowers,  but 
should  be  taken  up  and  divided  at  the  expiration  of  that  period,  as  in  old  clumps  the  roots  become  firmly  matted  near 
the  middle.  The  wasteful  competition  between  the  too-numerous  roots  weakens  the  general  condition  and  vitality  of 
the  plant,  causing  the  flowers  to  deteriorate. 

In  any  fair  soil,  if  given  a  reasonable  amount  of  moisture,  the  plants  will  produce  excellent  flowers.  The  Daylily 
stands  extreme  moisture,  and  even  though  half  submerged  the  plants  will  thrive.  They  may  be  planted  in  full  sun  or 
partial  shade.
